Canada Issues Order 

Blocking U.S. "Mack 

Amendment" 

The Secretary of State for 
External Affairs, the Right 
Honourable Joe Clark and the 
Attorney General of Canada, the 
Honourable Kim Campbell today 
announced that an Order has been 
issued to block an attempt by the 
U.S. congress to restrict trade with 
Cuba by U.S. -owned subsidiaries 
in Canada. 

The Attorney General, with 
Mr. Clark's concurrence, has 
issued this Order under the Foreig n 
Extraterritorial Measures Act 
fFEMA') to counter the "Mack 
Amendment" in the Export Act 
Amendments of 1990 . recently 
passed by the U.S. congress, and 
expected soon to be signed into 
law. This amendment prevents the 
issuance of any licenses for trade 
with Cuba and makes it unlawful 
for any U.S. subsidiary abroad to 
trade with Cuba, even in goods of 
local origin. 

The Attorney General's 
FEMA order prohibits any 
corporation in Canada from 
complying with this U.S. measure 
to prevent trade between Canada 
and Cuba, and requires them to 
report to the AG any directives or 
instructions relating to the measure. 

Ms. Campbell stated that, 
"This action demonstrates our 
determination to block measures 
that infringe Canadian sovereignty. 
It is the Government of Canada 
which makes the laws and policies 
that govern international trade and 
commerce by Canada-based 
companies."

History Repeating 



I found the article by Peter 
Hudyman to be very interesting in 
light of recent events. When I first 
read it I found it distressing that 
such a damning condemnation 
would be printed in the student 
newspaper of a University that 
owed so much thanks to INCO. 
Sudbury's Nickel Giant is largely 
responsible for Laurentian 
University being here. I found it 
ironic that Peter is criticizing a 
company that is responsible in a 
large part for him even being in 
University and having access to a 
forum such as this to make known 
his views. Despite all that I felt 
compelled to publish the anicle 
because Peter has a right to use this 
student forum as much as anyone 
else here at Laurentian and he does 
make a fair criticism. How could 
nickel from Sudbury end up being 
responsible for the deaths of 

Patriotism vs Profits 

Here, in the nickel capital of 
the world, one can hardly question 
the importance of nickel in 
Sudbury's development. As result 

of various wars, the demand for 
nickel in armaments caused 
intensified growth of the nickel 
mining here in Sudbury, which held 
a virtual world monopoly on nickel. 

The question of who 
controls where the nickel goes, led 
to limiting of INCO's and 
Falconbridge's unilateral hold on 
nickel. Let me explain. 

In November of 1916, the 
German merchant submarine 
Deutschland left the United States, 
on its second trip since the war 
began, with nickel from Sudbury 
on board-(Nickel that was 
invaluable in the production of 
armaments, ie.: ships armor, 
machine guns, etc.). The two 
trips to Germany by the 
Deutschland brought six hundred 
tons of nickel to the German war 
effort. To further illustrate the 
unscrupulous nature of INCO's 
trading, "Germany accounted for 
57% of INCO's sales in 1913". 

J. Conner, the Social 
Democratic candidate in the 1916 
by-election in Toronto, summed up 
the situation well; "(INCO).. .is not 
satisfied with making its easily 
begotten profit from enemies of this 
country. It is not satisfied with 
being blatantly and openly guilty of 
trading with the enemy, but it even 
adds to its soulless character in 
treating its workers with a brutal 
despotism." The information 
appeared in almost every newspaper 
of the period, such as the Tory- 
supporting Telegram : "The present 
situation is that Britishers and other 
enemies of the Teutonic (German) 
armies are being shot down by 
machine guns hardened with 
Ontario nickel and not an Ontario 
boy goes into action except at the 
risk of having to face bullets barbed 
with nickel of which his own 
province has a monopoly." 

The main reason why 
Sudbury's nickel went to Germany, 
was due to the fact that the United 
States was both neutral and 



Canadian soldiers in both world 
wars? I won't delve into the ethics 
of this question for I feel that Peter 
has already done that. Instead I 
would like to draw a comparison to 
a recent event. 

The United States has a law 
that makes it illegal for foreign 
subsidiaries of US companies to 
trade with Cuba, (see; Canada 
blocking US "Mack Amendment"). 
As most of you are probably well 
aware, there are a good number of 
American subsidiaries here in 
Canada. Most of you would 
probably be aware of the fact that 
INCO is an American company. 
This law passed by Congress and 
about to be signed by the American 
President will prevent the very 
"unpatriotic actions" that were 
mentioned by Peter in his article. 
This time though the rolls will be 
reversed. This time it will be 
American law dictating the business 
transactions of companies operating 



in Canada. The Canadian 
government is fighting this law 
because they feel that Americans 
have no business telling companies 
operating in Canada who they can 
and cannot deal with. After all Cuba 
is not an enemy of Canada. Why 
should we be restricted in trade with 
that country just because our 
neighbor to the south has a problem 
with them? 

I believe in the free 
expression of ideas here at Lambda. 
As a student newspaper we have a 
duty to our readers to allow for the 
free expression of opinions. I also 
thought that our readers should see 
this whole question of 
extraterritorial jurisdiction from a 
different perspective.

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possessed the only refinery in 
North America. To refine the 
nickel, it had to be sent to the U.S., 
and was thus out of Canadian 
hands. Public pressure to 
expropriate INCO's assets led 
INCO to atone for its "unpatriotic" 
actions, by establishing a refinery at 
Port Colbome, near Niagara Falls. 
Sudbury would have to wait until 
about 1975. 

With the threat of the 
Second World War, the expanded 
demand for nickel, both INCO's 
and Falconbridge's "patriotism" 
was again under suspicion. The 
two nickel companies survived the 
Depression by trading with the 
growing military of the belligerent 
countries of the World, ie.: 
Germany, Italy, and Japan. But at 
the outset of War in September of 
1939, with only one unpatriotic 
statement by Falconbridge's 
President in 1943, in a report to a 
shareholders meeting; 



your Norway refinery is safe so far 
and is being maintained. It is in 
operation by Norwegian staff under 
German control... ." 

The Social-Democrats of the 
period remarked that "people have 
been imprisoned for less", what 
with a war going on and 
everything. 

This whole mess led to the 
establishment of refineries here in 
Canada, which was instrumental in 
developing a diversified Canadian 
economy. 

Business is business, 
Right?.. .Wrong!

Canadian Parliamentarians To 
Observe Pakistan Elections - 

The Secretary of State for 
External Affairs, the Right 
Honourable Joe Clark, today 
announced that Canada has 
dispatched an election observation 
team for the Pakistan elections of 
October 24, comprised of three 
members of Parliament: Allan 
Koury, (Progressive Conserv- 
ative), Hochelaga-Maisonneuve; 
Charles-Eugene Marin, (PC), 
Gaspe; and Jesse Flis,(Lib), 
Parkdale-High Park. 

The election team, which 
has arrived in Pakistan, will be 
based in Lahore to monitor voting at 
selected polling stations and 
subsequent ballot counting. The 
Canadian team, which will work 
with those from other countries, 
will remain in Pakistan for the 
provincial assembly elections of 
October 27, and subsequent vote 
count. The Parliamentarians will 
submit a report to the Government 
of Canada on their observations. 

Supporters of former Prime 
Minister Bhutto have alleged that 
the interim government is hindering 
her re-election campaign and 
attempting to ensure that the 
Pakistan Peoples Party does not 
win the election. 

Canada has called for fair 
and open elections in the country. 
As a strong supporter of the 
democratic process in Pakistan, 
Canada has provided a multi-party 
election observation team for the 
duration of the elections and ballot 
counting, at the invitation of the 
Government of Pakistan. 



LU Signs Agreement With 

Health Unit 

On October 5th, 1990, the 
Board of the Sudbury and District 
Health Unit became an affiliated 
Teaching Health Unit of Laurentian 
University when the two parties 
signed a memorandum of 
agreement. 

Under the terms of this 
agreement, the teaching services in 
the Health Unit will constitute a 
component of the Teaching Health 
Unit program of the University. 
Laurentian students are placed in 
this program as part of their 
curriculum, research or practice. 

The agreement recognizes 
that LU and the Health Unit have a 
joint interest in the provision of 
exemplary public health services; 
the education of personnel in 
various health professions with 
particular reference to the franco- 
Ontarian population; and the 
conduct of community health 
research. 

"This agreement formalizes 
a collaboration that has always 
existed between the Health Unit and 
the University, particularly the 
School of Nursing", said Suzanne 
Caty, Director of the School of 
Nursing. She added: "We have 
always had a good working 
relationship with the Health Unit, 



CAUT Commission Studies 
University Governance 

The Canadian Association 
of University Teachers (CAUT) has 
established a commission to study 
problems and issues of university 
governance. The commission will 
examine whether university 
governance structures have kept 
pace with the major social, political 
and economic changes of the past 
25 years, and whether current 
structures are efficient and 
accountable. 

Hearings are expected to 
start in early 1991, followed by a 
series of reports on individual 
issues that will be combined into a 
final report to the CAUT in 1993. 

Five key areas to be 
examined by the commission are : 
academic administration (deans, 
department heads and presidents); 
senates and faculty councils; boards 
of governors; the role of 
professional and accrediting 
organizations; and the link between 
the provincial and federal 
governments. 



and in fact, most of the nurses who 
work there are also our graduates." 

The agreement will also 
provide for more collaborative 
research by the Health Unit and LU 
in a variety of disciplines, involving 
not only the School of Nursing but 
also the School of Human 
Movement and School of Social 
Work. 

According to Dr. Robin 
Bolton, Medical Officer of Health 
with the Sudbury and District 
Health Unit, the affiliation 
agreement accomplishes two major 
purposes: "It gives the Health Unit 
access to the teaching and research 
expertise of the University, and it 
provides Laurentian with a window 
into the community." 

Dr. Bolton anticipates that 
joint teaching and research 
initiatives by the Health Unit and 
Laurentian's School of Human 
Movement will emphasize health 
promotion and nutrition; 
collaboration with the Schools of 
Nursing and Social Work will likely 
involve "research in the areas of 
home health care and public health 
promotion." 

This expanded collabora- 
tion, said Suzanne Caty, "in the 
long run will enhance the health of 
Ontarians."

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The events which have 
taken place in Kahnawake and 
Kahnesatake, Quebec during the 
summer of 1990 have important 
consequences on the political and 
social life of Canada. These events 
brought to our attention the 
considerable frustration on the part 
of Natives concerning a series of 
land and political claims, like the 
recogization of the First Nation as a 
sovereign Nation. These events 
were the spur to the development of 
solidarity among the different First 
Nation bands that was almost 
unknown until now. At the national 
level a consensus appears to be 
developing that the question of 

native self-government needs to be 
resolved. 

These events have also 
demonstrated, with few exceptions, 
the general lack of knowledge 
among the Canadian people about 
the living conditions of the natives, 
their spiritual state, and level of 
their frustrations and the nature of 
their claims. They show our 
ignorance about such important 
aspects of their culture as the 
existence of consensus based 
democracy which long predated the 
arrival of Europeans. They reveal 
the existence of racism about the 
First Nations. 

An Educational Forum on 
Native Nationhood will be 
presented in order to provide 
students and professors the 
opportunity to become more fully 
informed about the debate which 
has been sparked over native self-

Canada Hails 
Repeal of 
Separate 
Amenities Act 
in South 
Africa 

The Secretary of State for 
External Affairs, the Right 
Honourable Joe Clark, today hailed 
the repeal of the Separate Amenities 
Act in South Africa as an important 
step forward and a tangible sign of 
the South African government's 
intention to dismantle apartheid. 

For the past 37 years, the 
Separate Amenities Act effectively 
prevented South Africans of 
different races from sharing public 
facilities like beaches, parks, 
libraries and swimming pools. The 
Act not only imposed racial 
segregation on community services 
but specifically provided that the 
facilities provided for the non- white 
majority could be of inferior quality 
to those provided to whites. 

Mr. Clark paid tribute to the 
thousands of South Africans who 
have opposed the Separate 
Amenities Act as a violation of 
basic human rights. From the 
Defiance Campaigns of the Sixties 
to the present day, many have gone 
to jail, and some South Africans 
have even lost their lives, to express 
their opposition to this pernicious 
legislation. 

In welcoming the repeal of 
this pillar of apartheid, Mr. Clark 
also called on the South African 
government to ensure that this 
important reform will not be 
undermined at the local level 
through the enactment of 
restrictions at the municipal level or 
through intimidation. The South 

African government's public 
commitment to end apartheid should 
be accompanied by vigorous action 
to ensure that all citizens of South 
Africa are given full access, as a 
basic right, to public facilities 
throughout the country. 

"We sincerely hope that the 
next session of Parliament in South 
Africa will see substantial progress 
in the repeal of other discriminatory 
legislation, notable the Group Areas 
and the Land Acts which impose 
residential segregation. The repeal 
of these pillars of apartheid are the 
litmus test of the government's 
commitment to peaceful democratic 
change in South Africa," said Mr. 
Clark. 



The best way is to plug it in. 
If you have access to an outlet, 
please do so; The cost of hydro is 
minimal, is counterbalanced by the 
gas money that you save, and your 
car is deceived into thinking that it's 
still warm outside. The geese 
haven't left yet and that there's no 
reason to act up. Seriously, 
though, when you plug in your car, 
you're actually plugging in your 
block heater, a little heating element 
in your engine block which warms 
= up the antifreeze. In fact, when you 
come out in the morning and touch 
the engine block (don't be 
squeamish: grease and oil don't 
bite, you're cute and cuddly kitten 
does) it should feel warm to your 
touch. Because it sits immersed in 
antifreeze all the time deposits may 
form on the heating element and 
impede the transfer of heat. Also, 
like most electrical things, block 
heaters are subject to eventual 
death. It's a good idea to have the 
block heater tested as part of a tune- 
up. Block heaters aren't expensive 
- they range around $20.00 - and 
they save a lot of hassle, engine 
wear, and gas money during warm- 
up. 

Another good investment is 
a battery warmer which is just a 
glorified heat pad (Canadian Tire -- 
$13.00). The battery in your car is 
driven by a chemical reaction. In 
cold weather, the reaction slows 
down substantially resulting in a 
decrease in electrical flow to your 
starter. The battery warmer keeps 
the reaction rate up, resulting in

more available electricity to your 
starter and allowing it to turn the 
engine over faster. This gives the 
engine a better chance of starting. 

On campus, however, the 
administration hasn't seen fit to 
install any outlets in parking lots - 
a good platform issue for the SGA. 

The best remedy if you live 
on campus is to keep your car in 
good working order - get a tune-up 
at least once a year — and go to 
church on Sundays. 

When starting carburetor 
cars, the usual rule is to step on the 
gas twice: once to set the choke and 
the second time, to squirt some fuel 
into the carburetor. Sometimes this 
doesn't work and you need another 
squirt. Too many squirts cause the 
engine to flood with too much gas 
and refuse to start. You can try two 
methods to remedy this. 

Fist method: press the 
accelerator all the way down while 
cranking the engine. Flooring the 
accelerator moves the linkage at the 
carburetor in such a way that the 
choke opens allowing more air flow 
to the engine. If this doesn't work 
you can take off the air cleaner 
cover by unscrewing one or two 
butterfly nuts on top of the air 
cleaner housing (large object that 
$its on top of your engine and kind 
of looks like a deep pan with a flat 
lid and a hollow handle). With the 
lid off ~ don't lose the nuts — you 
can see the top of the carb. The 
butterfly valve that you see is the 
choke. If there are two of you, one 
person can hold the choice open 
when the other person starts the 
engine. If you're by yourself, you 
can insert a large screwdriver into 
the carb to keep the choke open 
while you start the engine. 
WHATEVER YOU USE TO KEEP 
THE CHOKE OPEN, MAKE 



SURE ITS BIG ENOUGH SO 
THAT IT DOESN'T FALL IN. 

In computer controlled 
vehicles, the computer controls 
starting so that you don't need to 
touch the gas pedal at all. 

Once your vehicle starts, 
don't race the eng ine: it's one of 
the worst things you can do to your 
car. In older vehicles, pressing 
hard on the accelerator during 
warm-up will cause your idle speed 
to drop sharply. This will make it 
more likely for the engine to stall. 
The idle speed will go down on its 
own as the vehicle warms up. In 
newer cars, idle speed is computer 
controlled. Ninety per cent of 
ENGINE WEAR occurs BEFORE 
THE ENGINE HAS HAD TIME 
TO REACH OPERATING 
TEMPERATURE. If you're 
revving a cold engine, the oil is still 
thick and doesn't have enough time 
to properly coat the bearings. 
Result: oil starvation and greatly 
shortened engine life. 

As a matter of fact, it's not 
uncommon for oil starved engines 
to end up with a connecting rod 
through the block. 

The best time-saving 
suggestion I can thing of for warm- 
ups is to start the engine as soon as 
you get in your car. Then scrape 
off the windshield and windows 
(don't lock yourself out of your car 
as you shut the door), adjust the 
seat, turn on the lights, fasten 
seatbelts, etc. by the time you're 
done, the car should be warm and 
your windshield won't fog up. 
Remember, you're wasting more 
gas if you drive with the choke still 
partly on than if you let your car 
warm up for a few minutes. 

One last thing, if you have 
an automatic transmission, move 
the shift lever a few rimes between 
DRIVE and REVERSE before you 
drive off. This helps get the oil 



flowing throughout 
transmission.

Canada's youth still putting 
selves at risk for AIDS: study

Canadian youth are fairly 
knowledgeable about AIDS (acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome) but 
continue to put themselves at risk and 
need more information and support 
services to help change their norms, 
two national studies have found. 

According to the Canada Youth and 
AIDS Study and the Street Youth and 
AIDS study, nearly 25 per cent of 
Canadian youth are sexually active by 
the time they reach grade 9; by grade 
1 1 this percentage has doubled. Of the 
college level students and dropouts 
surveyed, nearly half were having 
sexual intercourse "often", but less 
than 1 5 per cent used a condom each 
and every time. Approximately 45 per 
cent used a condom occasionally, and 
25 per cent never used one. 

In North America the most common 
risk behaviours in contracting AIDS 
are unprotected anal sex between men 
and the sharing of intravenous needles. 
According to the studies, however, 
there is also growing concern about the 
increase of sexually transmitted 
diseases, including HIV infection (the 
forerunner of AIDS), in young women. 
In particular, more women are 
contracting HIV through heterosexual 
sex. 

The studies say Canadian youth are 
potentially at risk because of increased 
pressure to "use drugs, especially 
alcohol, that impair judgement and 
ability to make decisions at a time 
when they are beginning to be sexually 
active." They also say the increasing 
rate of AIDS in 20- to 25-ycar-olds 



probably reflects infection contracted 
in the victims' teens, since the 
incubation period for AIDS can be up 
to seven years or more. 

Why then are young people putting 
themselves at risk when they know the 
possible consequences? The studies' 
co-author Dr. Alan King, of Queen's 
University's Social Program 

Evaluation Group, says it is a 
reflection of the norms and pressures 
of the adolescent's life. 

"A lot of kids value sexual activity 
as a measure of status," he says. "It's 
expected that young people will 
engage in sex before marriage and it's 
acceptable," to the kids and to a large 
segment of society, he adds. 

The Canada Youth study surveyed 
more than 38,000 respondents - 
students in grades 7 to 11. first year 
college students and recent dropouts 
from fulltime school attendance. The 
Street Youth study had 712 subjects 
broken into sub-groups of prostitutes, 
homeless, drug- abusers, unemployed, 
and youthful offenders. 

Somewhat surprising was the 
amount of knowledge all the groups 
had about AIDS, says King. "It's been 
a priority with young people around 
the world." he says. "So they know 
what it is, they know bow it's 
transmitted, but that doesn't 
necessarily mean they're going to act 
in a safe way." A comparison is in 
knowing "how dangerous it is to drive 
fast, but they still drive fast... That 
seems illogical, doesn't it, but we tend 
to do things that involve risk." 
The .highest risk is on the street, 



where there is more sexual activity and 
greater alcohol and drug use, the 
studies say. Although only one per 
cent of all AIDS cases in Canada are 
attributed directly to drug use 
(infection by sharing needles) it is a 
risk factor that must be dealt with. 
Nearly half of the street kids surveyed 
had weekly drug or alcohol habits, the 
drugs of choice being marijuana, 
hashish, cocaine and acid. 

At greatest risk on the streets are the 
prostitutes and drug users. But, as 
King says, "there's so many other risks 
in their environment that the idea of 
AIDS is of less consequence." He adds 
that "they tend to interact with 
themselves, sharing themselves as well 
as their cigarettes." 

The studies culled information on 
the subjects' backgrounds, sources of 
information, knowledge, attitudes, 
concerns and perceptions of the media. 
"We're looking at commonalities 
across the country," says King, the aim 
being to "help change the norms and 
provide information" that will 
encourage young people to take fewer 
risks in their lifestyles. 

The studies may have been 
indirectly responsible for the changes 
in AIDS-related progra-ns, such as 
needle exchanges, condc iii mar ,js> 
in schools, and new educational 
materials. King says the "studies seem 
to be cited as the basis for many 
initiatives... they're using the studies to 
illustrate the level of activity of the 
kids and the need for these kinds of 
initiatives."

10:30 and I felt a burning desire to 
shave my tongue before embarking 
on my day. In the process of 
reaching for Super-duper strength 
Tylenol my jock sister glider by and 
I thought to ask her, "Sarah when is 
that Island Swim thing anyway?" 
fully expecting a close at hand date 
to be recited to me I think I lodged 
two Tylenol in my left lung when 
Sarah immediately replied, "At 
eleven o'clock Phil." 

Of course the sensible thing 
would have been to go back to bed. 
I should have abandoned the athletic 
dream ship. I should have.. .but I 
didn't and of course, I entered the
